Local Department Will Assist 
During Fire Prevention Week 


Fine Prevention Week will toe 
held across Canada from Oct. 3 
to 15 and the Vulcan Fire Depart¬ 
ment will use that week to lend 
local emphasis bn household pre¬ 
paration for winter and begin the 
department’s fall training pro¬ 
gram. 

If the firemen are in shape and 
conditions permit, a public hose 
laying demonstration will be held 
during that week and a start will 
be made on a house to house visit 
checking with owners on safety 
features which can be applied to 
any home, minimizing the fire risk. 

Some common faults found in 
homes are dirty and improperly 


vented chimneys, piles of old 
clothing, magazines and general 
junk piled in basements, overload¬ 
ing of electrical circuits, opened 
paint cans, and general outside 
cleanliness and adequate burning 
facilities for garbage. 

This is not a severe canvass 
aimed at annoying or intimidating 
home owners but is intended only 
to point out inadequacies which 
are sometimes present In the 
homes but not recognized.

Protection Against 
Criminals Urged 

(The following is the conclusion 
of a report on a booklet, "Armed 
Robbery — It Could Happen To 
You,” issued by R.C.M.P.) 

The use of "bait-money” is ad¬ 
vocated. That is, the retention in a 
special section of the cash drawer 
of bills whose serial numbers have 
been noted. Victimized establis- 
ments are advised to retain hojd- 
up notes, with as little handling as 
possible, and to warn employees 
to touch nothing pending the ar¬ 
rival of the police. Simple warning 
signals are also discussed as is the 
advantageous placing of certain 
types of alarm systems. 

A section of the booklet Is de¬ 
voted to a comparatively new sys¬ 
tem of identification by means of 
film strips. Each strip contains one 
of some 160 hairlines, 220 sets of 
eyes. 200 chins, 42 ears, 32 noses, 
6 pairs of glasses and various styles 
of hats and wearing apparel. The 
individual transparent strips are 
superimposed to form a composite 
image. Witnesses are asked, for 
example, to select a strip bearing 
a hairline resembling that of the 
suspect and to this is added the 
selected chin, eyes, nose, ears, etc. 
until a likeness of the suspect Is 
asembled. Remarkably accurate re¬ 
sults have been achieved and an all 
important feature of the method 
is the speed with which the com¬ 
pleted image can be produced. 

Copies of the booklet are being 
made available to police depart¬ 
ments In Canada for distribution 
to business establishments in their 
areas.

It’s All Over Now 


Where Did You Go For Your Short Freedom? 


One duck short of a two-man limit 
was the opening day catch of two 
men near Vulcan. Two Teel and 
a various assortment of Mallard 
species make up the group and, 
considering the time of the season, 
they are healthy, well-fed ducks. 

Only a few other hunters were 
heard from in this particular area 
to the north of town in contrast 
to other years when the country¬ 
side echoed with shotgun fire on 
opening day. Although small 
sloughs have disappeared there 
seems to be a heavy concentration 
on larger bodies of water and at 
times, opening morning, there 
were large flights of ducks milling 
high over open water, reminiscent 
of heavier duck days. 

Field shooting was not a factor 
in this year’s early harvest. While 
some fields were hit by ducks. In 
most cases it was a one-day affair 
and hunters going out the second 
day saw few ducks returning. 

According to a release from 
Ducks Unlimited there was a good 
late hatch of birds In July giving 


a better waterfowl picture and an 
arial survey indicates generally 
good duck population in Manitoba, 
good in Saskatchewan until the 
Alberta border where it is regard¬ 
ed as poor, and continues poor in 
a circular area ! n eastern Alberta. 
The Vulcan area is noted along 
with the western and northern 
part of the province as being bet¬ 
ter than expected. 


Successful Summer 
For School Pupils 

Miss Edith Boose’s Grade 3 class 
at Turner Valley had 12 winning 
pupils in five fairs in which they 
competed this year.

Subjects entered were composi¬ 
tion and science, writing, printing, 
illustrating songs, social studies, 
imaginative picture, cut felt work 
and cut paper work. 


Throughout Canada the big re¬ 
sort hotels are closing down, 
motels everywhere have the "vac¬ 
ant” sign up, and locally schools 
are back in session indicating the 
holiday season Is on the wane. 

In an effort to find how the 
people of Vulcan and district react 
to this freedom, two weeks in most 
cases, where they go, what they 
do and what their after-thoughts 
are, the Advocate has talked with 
people from town and the farm 
folk in the country to find the an¬ 
swers to these thoughts. 

A more thorough review is given 
of Alberta points particularly Syl¬ 
van Lake and Fine Lake as they 
appear the favorite of many local 
and district family groups and do 
not generally receive the publicity 
that other more notable resort 
areas in the province do. 

For his second year U.G.G. 
elevator agent Ken Wright, his 
wife and three children found 
themselves at a cottage one block 
from Sylvan Lake for the first two 
weeks of July, where accommoda¬ 
tion lacks modern water and toilet 
facilities but offers a close proxi¬ 
mity to lots of water activity for 
youngsters and a beautiful course 
for golfing parents. Living Is In¬ 
expensive at Sylvan with cottage 
rents running from $20 to over 
$40 a week and the town is close 
by for groceries and shopping. 

Although the rise of the 
level In recent years has cut down 
on beach area, there Is still ample 
for children to play on and the 
sandy lake bottom remains shallow 
with very gradual deepening, giv-

ing even toddlers maximum safety 
in the water. 

A great amount of the lake 
front Is under private ownership 
but wise development has prevent¬ 
ed summer homes or cabins run¬ 
ning to the water front, thereby 
leaving a long stretch of beach for 
public use. 

Diving boards and swimming 
facilities are placed at intervals 
along the main beach and for the 
boating enthusiasts, a landing dock 
is set up to one side especially for 
water skiing. 

Sylvan is another lake popular 
with Vulcanites and during their 
stay, the Wrights’ cottage was host 
to barbecue supper for a crowd of 
18 townsfolk and friends holiday¬ 
ing at the same time. 

It was the best holiday in years 
for the Wrights with the only 
mild criticism offered being that 
the main paved highway from Red 
Deer, 18 miles south-east to Syl¬ 
van through to Rockyford, follows 
the lake shoreline and divides the 
town and cottage area from the 
lake front However the highway 
is well patrolled by town police 
and each block leading across to 
the beach Is a stop street, where 
a “stop or else” policy Is main¬ 
tained. 

Another Vulcan couple, barber 
Monte Findlay and his wife set 
off by themselves for a week of 
motel travel in the States from 
Aug. 14 to Aug. 21. They drove 
leisurely with the odd fish-stop 
and town inspection on their way 
and hit such points as Kalispell 
and Sandpoint. 


Their overnight stops were at 
cabins or motels where prices 
never topped $7.00 with all ser¬ 
vices, but they figured their big 
saving was in the economy of their 
car operation which gave them 
1,000 trouble free miles for $13.74 
gas costs, and sold them on small 
car driving. 

Von Ostergaard of Central Gar¬ 
age, and his wife covered roughly 
1700 miles during their two weeks 
holiday, the last two weeks in 
August. They toured Bonners 
Ferry, Sandpoint and Couer d’ 
Alene where temperatures climbed 
to 116 degrees, hottest In 36 years. 
In the’States accommodation was 
as low as $6 a night with all facili¬ 
ties supplied but back at Radium 
a rejected offer was $13. 

The Ostergaards’ final week was 
spent with relatives at Millet. 
Crowded swimming pools met the 
travellers during the hot spell and 
their wish would be for more at¬ 
tention In this regard to ease con¬ 
gestion.

Working Conditions Different 

Offsetting some of the trend toward the really big 
cities has been the establishment in big towns and 
smaller cities of retail establishments selling goods of 
a kind and quality that formerly might have been 
available only in the largest stores and executive 
shops. 

But there is an offsetting threat to the smaller 
'Communities and a regrettable trend in concentration 
of industry within ten or twenty miles of the Mon¬ 
treal or Toronto city halls. This trend is due to de¬ 
termined effort of the labor union leaders, rather than 
the labor union members, to obtain the identical 
wages and working conditions in a community of 
10,000 to 20,000 people that prevail, and perhaps 
justifiably prevail, in the great metropolises. The 
unions refuse to recognize that a man with a decent 
job in a town easily can live on lower wages as well 
as, or better than, his city brethren on a larger wage 
per hour or per week. The man in a small town can 
walk to work, go home to lunch and, if so inclined, 
get in a game of golf between quitting time and dusk. 
Or he can go fishing. He doesn’t spend twenty-five 
per cent of his day away from home in the mere job 
of getting to and from his job. He has a better house 
for less money. He can have a larger lot on which 
his house is built. And the social life is at least as 
good as in the city. Still, despite small-town advan¬ 
tages, the majority of industrial workers seem to pre¬ 
fer city life and so keep the cities growing. 

The employer in a small town has certain disad¬ 
vantages to overcome. In some kinds of business, if 
he is in a small town, his customers in other com¬ 
munities, particularly the cities, are suspicious that 
his product is not as good as that produced in the 
city. That is only a minor sales problem. Another dis¬ 
advantage is that the operation, if part of a large en¬ 
terprise, suffers from decentralization. This has ad¬ 
vantages in some industries but distinct disadvantages 
in others. The unions, for reasons apparently not 
sound, have argued through the years for industry¬ 
wide bargaining. In a recent case, Dominion Bridge, 
which operates or has been operating eleven different 
plants across the country, has been told by the unions 
that conditions in one community are the same as in 
another. But this, it can be said flatly, is not so. And 
persistent success in this argument will result in 
further concentration of industry in the biggest 
centres.
